1. That the title of the Society shall be the BoURNEMOUTH AND 
DISTRICT SOCIETY OF NATURAL SCIENCE. 


2. That its objects shall be the promotion of the study of Scientific 
and kindred subjects by Lectures, Field Meetings, the Reading and 
Discussion of Papers and other suitable means. 


3. That the practical Management of the Society be vested in a 
Committee (to be elected at the Annual General Meeting in January 
of each year, and to consist of the following Officers :—a President, 
one or more Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, one or more Secretaries, and 
six other Members of the Society), subject to the following Rules :— 


4. That the Society shall consist of Ordinary and Honorary Members. 


5. That Ordinary Members pay an Annual Subscription of 5/-, due 
on the 1st January of each year ; tat the Annual Subscription for two 
or more Members of the same family be 1o/-; and that Ordinary 
Members only be entitled to take part in the Management of the 
Society or to vote on its affairs.

YN presenting the First Annual Report, we have pleasure in re- 
? cording on behalf of your Committee, the progress which the 
Society has made during its First Session. 

In November last, stimulated by the advent of W. Saville-Kent, 
Esq., F.L.S., F.Z.S., an endeavour was made to resusclate the Natural 
Science Society, which had been defunct for many years, hoping that 
under his influence and guidance the Society might be revived, and 
regain some of its pristine vigour and activity. 


Several Preliminary Meetings (through the kindness of Miss Rooper), 
were held at Pen Selwood, and asa result the foregoing Officers were 
appointed, the accompanying Rules were adopted, and the Society 
was launched into publicity by means of a Conversazione held at the 
Havergal Hall which was opened by the President, His Worship the 
Mayor, and which was largely attended. 


Mr. Saville-Kent was with us only long enough to give the Society 
a start. He was called away unexpectedly to Polynesia for a few 
years, so the destines of the Society were leit in other hands. 


The first great difficulty to be overcome was the obtaining of a 
Room, suitable and inexpensive, in which to hold Meetings. The 
Library of the Medical Society was first chosen, but, obstacles arising, 
_ the subsequent Meetings were held at the Cairns Memorial House on 
Saturday Afternoons at 4.30. 


The revival of the Society has been marked by phenomenal success. 
The Membership became 112, and during the Session 17 Lectures 
were given. Five Sections (Antiquarian, Botanical, Geological, 
Physical, Zoological), were formed, each with a special Chairman, and 
Lectures were given by the Sections in rotation.

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1.—That the title of the Society shall be THE BOURNEMOUTH 
AND DISTRICT SOCIETY OF NATURAL SCIENCE. 


_  2,—That its objects shall be the promotion of the study of 
Natural History, Scientific, and kindred subjects by Lectures, 
Field Meetings, the Reading and Discussion of Papers, and other 
suitable means; also the encouragement of reports on (in the 
hope of safeguarding) any plants, animals, or objects of interest 
that are in danger of injury or destruction. 


3.—That the practical management of the Society be 
vested in a Committee (to be elected at the Annual General 
Meeting eld in’ October of each year, and to consist of the 
following Officers: A President, two or more Vice-Presidents, 
the Chairmen of Sections, an Hon. Treasurer, one or more Hon. 
“Secretaries, an Hon. Financial Secretary, and eight ordinary 
members of the Society), subject to the following rules :— 


4.—That the Society shall consist of Ordinary, Honorary, 
and Life Members. 


5.—That Ordinary Members pay an Annual Subscription 
of 5s., due on the ist October of-each year; that the Annual 
Subscription of two or more members of the same family be Ios. ; 
that the Subscription for Life Membership be five guineas. 


6.—That distinguished men of science or any person who 
may render special service to the Society may be elected by the 
Committee as Honorary Members. 


7.—That Candidates for admission to the Society be elected 
by the Committee; that the name of Candidate, with Proposer 
and Seconder, be sent to the Hon. Secretary, who shall submit it 
for election at the next meeting of the Committee; that, when 
elected, the Candidate shall become a Member upon payment ot 
the Annual Subscription, and shall receive a Card of Membership 
(not transferable) entitling him to attend the Meetings of the 
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Society ; that Members joining during the last two months of the 
Summer Session be given a Card of Membership to September 30th 
of the following year. 


8.—That any Members whose subscriptions are unpaid at 
the end of the financial year (September 30th), one notice in 
writing having been given, shall be reported to the Committee, 
who shall have the power of removing their names trom the list of 
Members. 


9.—That resignations should be in writing, and addressed 
to the Hon. Secretary. 


to.—That the power of expulsion for objectionable conduct 
be vested in a General Meeting, providing the Committee has 
caused special notice to be given on the Society’s circular con- 
vening the Meeting and that two-thirds of those present and 
votiig agree thereto. 


I1.—-That whenever it may be considered desirable by the 
Committee, a Section or Sub-Section, to consist of not less than 
six Members, may be formed for the study of any special subject 
which the Committee may deem to be within the scope of the 
Societyv’s work. 


12.—That the President shall not hold office for a longer 
period than two consecutive years. 


13.—That Lectures, the Reading of Papers, Demonstrations 
and the Exhibition of Specimens at the Meetings of the Society, 
shall be arranged for by the Committee. 


14.—That the Chairman at all Meetings shall have a casting 
vote. 


15.—That the Committee shall have power to elect their 
Chairman and to fill up vacancies in their number which may 
occur during the year; also to appoint the Chairman of any 
Section or Sub-Section subsequently formed. 


16.—That at the Annual General Meeting, and at all . 
Ordinary Meetings of the Society, not less than ten Members shall 
form a quorum, and that at meetings of the Committee five shall 
form a quorum. 
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17.—That at the Annual General Meeting, which shall be 
held in the month of October, the Officers and Committee of the 
Society, and two Auditors, for the ensuing year shall be elected 
(either Auditor having the power to audit the accounts in the 
unavoidable absence of the other).

IN presenting the Third Annual Report, the Committee feel 
great pleasure in being able to record another year of continued 
progress. 


The Membership has increased from 140 to 204, and the Society 
is financially in a much more Satisfactory condition.

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN— 


At the commencement of my address I should like, I hope I 
may be allowed to say on behalf of all the members of this Society, 
to express our regret that the name of Miss Agnes Rooper will no 
longer appear as our Secretary. 


The inception, or shall I say the resuscitation of this Society, 
is owing more to her than to anyone else, and as one of those who 
attended the preliminary meetings at her house, I am very glad to 
have this opportunity of recording how devoted she has always 
been to its interests, and how courteous and kind she has ever shown 
herself to its members. 


It must be a source of gratification to her to contemplate, that 
her retirement from the post of Secretary, is caused by the very 
success of the work she did so much to inaugurate. 


This has necessarily greatly increased the Secretarial work, 
and her retiring for this cause is only an evidence of how she has 
been willing to forego the pleasure (for I am certain it has been a 
pleasure to her) of acting as our Secretary, when she thought the 
best interests of the Society required it.

An attendance at these meetings is an evidence that the members 
take an active interest in the well-being of the Society; their 
presence and suggestions may help very much to consolidate and 
advance it. Membership should certainly not consist in merely 
listening to lectures and taking part in excursions. 


It is within the knowledge of some of us that during the past 
year a new society has been formed under the name of the Historical 
and Geographical Society. While we as a Scientific Society, embrac- 
ing various sections, may accord to the new Society our best wishes 
for its success and development, I cannot help thinking that the 
increase of such independent societies is much to be deprecated. 
Nothing could be more appropriate than that a Historical and 
Geographical Section should form part of a Society already estab- 
lished, but the multiplication of scientific societies in the same 
town, brings to mind the old fable of the bundle of sticks. 
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The conditions under which we hold our Annual General Meet- 
ings are not such as afford much scope for the delivery of an address. 
It is almost impossible to estimate the time which the actual 
business of the meeting will absorb, and as any address must ueces- 
sarily be given at the conclusion of such business, 1t seemed to me 
somewhat hopeless to address you on any subject involving some 
little time. 


A Presidential Address generally falls on one of two lines, either 
a resumé of the scientific work of the past year, or a notice of any 
original work which the president may himself have had in hand. 


I should have taken the latter line in my address, and have 
offered vou some remarks on the life history of some Crustacea, but 
for the reasons I have mentioned, I have thought it better not to 
do so, especially as to do such a subject justice would have involved 
the use of the lantern. 


In the new rules submitted to you this afternoon, the Presi- 
dential Address is, I think, provided for in a much better way. 


The time at my disposal being short, I can do little more than 
offer you, a few remarks upon one or two subjects which have come 
under my notice during the past twelve months, and if these bear 
more particularly upon what should be the domain of our physical 
section, I think that considering the work of that section has 
remained practically in abeyance, such remarks may not be without 
interest. 


The year through which we have been passing has certainly 
been an abnormal one so far as temperature has been concerned, 
and one result of this has been the effect it has had upon insect life. 


Until the commencement of September, a great diminution of 
insect life was noted, very probably owing to the cold season. It 
has been remarked that until the last month the common house fly 
was far less in evidence than usual; the same may be said of the 
wasps; while among the diptera, the scarcity of larva, has been 
mentioned to me by three or four of my friends in different parts of 
England, who I had asked to collect such larva. 


I have also been struck this year by the paucity of life in the 
sea round the adjacent coasts, very probably also from the excessive 
cold. 


It was to have been expected that such a cold season would 
have had its effect in a reduced fruit production, but this has 
actually not taken place. It has generally been an exceptionally 
good fruit year, and it is most probable that the abnormally cold 
season, by its effect on insect life, has been a great factor in this 
increased production. ‘This is, I think, borne out by contrasting 
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the present year with the last. 1Igo6 established a record for insect 
and fungus pests. Hardly within the memory of the majority of 
agriculturalists was there such a plague of these pests as there was 
in that year. In the early spring of 1906, the apple aphis, scale 
insects, and others appeared in swarms; wireworm, winter moth, 
and caterpillars occasioned much damage to roots and fruit trees, 
and rot and mildew were everywhere present. 


This year it would seem that the conditions have been entirely 
against insect life, and this has been of great advantage to vegetable 
life. 

Ii the year through which we have been passing has been marked 
by no startling discovery in science, yet on all sides steady progress 
is being made. It is not only the profound advances in science that 
have made this a wonderful century, but the profound alterations 
in thought which those advances have engendered. 


the theory of evolution has been the great factor in this 
wondrous change. This regarded in its simplest aspects, has always 
seemed to me to be nothing more, than that the methods of creation 
have been in accordance with law and order rather than hap-hazard. 


Darwin’s epoch making theory is universally accepted. Pro- 
fessor Ray lJankester remarked in his Romances Lecture at 
Oxford :— 


“ There is, it may be said without exaggeration, no school or 

body of thinkers at the present day, who are acquainted with, 

the evolution of the Kosmos, by the regular operation of a 

more or less completely ascertained series of properties, resident 

in the materials of which it consists.” 

Even the religious hostility to the theory of evolution has 
almost completely disappeared, and it is, indeed, a sign of the times, 
when a church, which could condemn a Galileo, can speak of Darwin 
as a truly great man, and assimilate much of his theory. 


The progress of discovery relegates man to a more and more 
vast antiquity, and if the so called Eoliths, which have been met with 
in various localities, and which have caused great scientific interest, 
are really early flint implements, the antiquity of man must be 
carried twice as far back as it is at present. 


The extraordinary discovery of remains of the past, from the 
time that Layard, 33 years ago made known the remains of Nineveh 
and Babylon, up to the present day, when the researches of Flinders 
Petrie, and others have made us acquainted with a comparatively 
high civilization existing 8,000 years ago, and probably much 
earlier, have profoundly modified existing ideas, although there are 
still people to be met with even in Bournemouth, for whom Anno 
Mundi is as fixed a date as Anno Domini. 
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Egyptology has certainly made wonderful progress in the last 
25 years. The Kings of Manethos lists long supposed to be mythical, 
are now as well recognised as those of later date, and even the 
prehistoric age in Egypt is becoming more and more unfolded. 


This year the world is poorer by the loss of four of its greatest 
chemists, Mendeleef in Russia, Moissan and Berthelot in France, 
and Perkin in our own country. 


I have already alluded to our not being overburdened with 
physical science, I propose with your permission to make a few 
remarks on the work of these great men. 


Mendeleef, a great Russian chemist, has done very much to 
advance physical chemistry ; the great discovery with which his 
name will be ever associated, is what is known as the periodic law 
of the elements. 


We are all of us, I am sure, more or less conversant with the 
meaning of the term chemical elements; and that these elements 
form combinations with one another, but always in definite propor- 
tions, according to what is termed their atomic weights. Thus 
the atomic weight of hydrogen is 1, of oxygen 16, of iron 56, and so 
on, and it is in these proportions, or in multiples of them that they 
unite with one another. 


Tt had been observed before Mendeleef’s discovery, not only by 
our own countryman Newlands, and others, that there could be 
traced among the atomic weights of the elements certain numerical 
sequences, and connections between them and the properties of 
different substances, but it was Mendeleef who first clearly enunciated 
the law, and placed it on a firm basis. From his time it could be 
looked to for predicting new facts, and for exposing errors in what 
were regarded as old facts. 

It has been well described as follows :— 
“The periodic law represents a relation of chemical elements, 
expressed by the statement that the properties of the elements 
are periodic functions of their atomic weights. If the chemical 
elements are arranged in the order of their atomic weights, at 
regular intervals of the series will be found elements which 
have similar chemical and physical properties; that is there 
is a periodic recurrence of those properties. If the elements 
showing this periodic recurrence are arranged in order by them- 
selves, they form a group which, having similar properties and 
relations, follows a regular progression in the individual 
differences of its members.”’ 

This is more tersely expressed by the discoverer himself :— 

“The properties of elements stand in periodic relation to their 


atomic weights.” 
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Mendeleef found that there were certain gaps in the arrange- 
ment of the elements in his tables, and from these gaps was led not 
only to assert the existence of three new elements, but also to 
predicate their definite properties, should they ever be discovered. 


He was able to foretell their atoniic weights and other proper- 
ties of these elements from their position in the system, with the 
aid of the properties observed in the groups and series. He assigned 
to them atomic weights of 44, 68, and 72. 

His prophecy was completely fulfilled within 15 years by the 
discovery of the elements Gallium by Boisboudran, in 1871, with an 
atomic weight of 70 ; Scandium by Wilson, in 1879, with an atomic 
weight of 44.1; and Germanium by Waikler, in 1886, with an 
atomic weight of 72. These elements possessed very closely the 
properties which Mendeleef had assigned to them. 


These three supplied some missing links in the chain of elements, 
and they have been increased in later years by the discovery of 
Helium, Argon, Neon, and others. 

Moissan, who was a French chemist, made two great discoveries. 
The first was the isolation of the element Fluorine in a pure state, 
which had hitherto baffled chemists. This he obtained as a gaseous 
body, which, in conjunction with Sir James Dewar, he succeeded in 
reducing to a liquid condition. This conjunction of eminent chemists 
seems to me to be a peculiarly happy one. Moissan’s work was 
with the highest temperatures obtainable, Dewars is with the lowest. 


Moissan’s second great work was the invention of the electric 
furnace, which may be said to be the starting point of the chemistry 
of metals at high temperatures. In 1902 he was engaged in the 
study of the action of high temperatures on carbon, with the object 


of producing the crystallized variety which we know as the diamond. 


In examining a mass of meteoric iron, Professor Moissan found 
that it contained numerous minute diamonds in conjunction with 
amorphous carbon, phosphorous, and sulphur. 

After experiments had been made to determine the effect of 
these upon the crystallization of carbon, he prepared diamonds by 
fusing iron and sugar in an electric furnace. When the molten iron 
had absorbed the carbon from the sugar, after the addition of a 
small proportion of sulphide of iron, the crucible was very rapidly 
cooled by plunging into cold water. The carbon was found to have 
crystallized out in the form of small diamonds from the mass. 


Thus it is quite within the bounds of possibility that diamond 


and other jewels will be produced by chemical methods. 


Towards the close of Ig01, some of the world’s greatest chemists 
met in Paris for the scientific jubilee of M. Berthelot, probably the 
greatest of them all. 

ia 
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It would be difficult even to outline his life work. One of his 
most important investigations was the Synthesis of organic bodies, 
and the study of the laws of mechanical chemistry on which the 
synthesis depends. 


By his discoveries he showed how by synthetical methods one 
organic body could be converted into another, and that this was 
applicable not only to natural compounds, but also to artificial 


compounds. I hope to refer again to this synthetical method if 
time permits. | 


Recently Professor Berthelot drew attention to the possibility 
of using the central heat of the earth as a source of energy. 


The fourth of these great chemists was our own countryman 
Perkin, to whom is owing in great measure the development of the 
anilin or coal tar colours. Mauveine, the oldest of all of these, was 
discovered by Perkin, and was first prepared by him on a technical 
scale in 1856. 


There may be some among my audience who, like myself, can 
remember that in the Exhibition of 1867 was a fine crown formed of 
one of these new coal tar colours, and representing a value of some 
two or three thousand pounds. To-day, owing to the progress of 
chemistry, it would not have the value of as many shillings. 


Perkin is said to have made his discovery while searching for # 
method of making artificial quinine. In those days quinine had @ 
value of some 18s. to 20s. an ounce, in these it is worth eightpence, 
so that the need for its artificial production scarcely exists. 


Alizarine, the colouring principle of Madder, although not 
discovered by Perkin, was first prepared by him on a manufacturing 
basis, and later he discovered a second process for its manufacture. 


Before 1870, madder and its derivative Garancin, were the 
principal red dyes used for calico printing. The discovery of this 
artificial alizarine has almost entirely set aside the madder industry ; 
the plantations of this in the South of France and elsewhere have 
almost died out. 


It is thus to Perkin in a great measure that we owe the produc- 
tion of the very beautiful colours with which we are all familiar. 


In many other directions he made most valuable discoveries, 
and although these are too technical to bring before a general 
audience, they have left their mark upon the time, and his will 
always remain an honoured name in chemical science. 


Speaking of the manufacture of colours, I may allude to the 
production of artificial indigo. Here again the source is coal tar. 
So long ago as 1880, Indigo was prepared artificially by two or three 
processes. but this was only as laboratory specimens, and not 
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industrially. It was not until seventeen years later that by improved 
methods of procedure, and with the technical resources of the 
Badische Anilin Fabrik, that indigo blue was manufactured and 
placed on the market, with the same result as in the case of madder, 
namely, that the artificial is replacing the natural product all over 
the world, and that indigo planting like madder. cultivation, is 
becoming a thing of the past. 


One of the saddest reflections with regard to the work of Perkin 
is that the industry of the coal tar colours, has practically been lost 
to this country. It has been impossible for manufacturers here to 
compete with Germany and other continental countries. ‘This is 
owing, in great measure, to the high duty imposed in this country 
on alcohol, the use of which enters very largely into their manufac- 
Ties 

Germany entirely freed alcohol some sixteen years ago, and 
from this dates the enormous development of chemicals in that 
country as compared with our own. 

The value of aniline colours exported by Germany alone is six 
million pounds sterling a year, and it would be easy to instance 
many familiar medicinal and other products which are almost 
entirely produced on the continent, through this question of alcohol, 


A good idea may be gained from a comparison of the relative 
cost of this to a German and an English manufacturer. Some two 
or three years ago the value of alcohol was about 6d. per proof 
gallon, but before this came into the hands of British manufacturers, 
it had to pay a duty of about Ios. per gallon, twenty times the actual 
cost. 

These figures are a little modified at the present time. Our 
own Government after many years of representation on the part of 
manufacturers and others, has now made some arrangement by 
which the inequality will be partially avoided in future, by the use 
of what is known as denatured alcohol, which is really alcohol 
rendered non potable. 

In the United States of America, no difference was made between 
the taxation of alcohol in a potable form, and as an industrial 
necessity, until the present year, hence the Americans, like ourselves, 
were forced into continental markets. 

This year the United States Government have made arrange- 
ments somewhat resembling our own, and there is little doubt that 
the chemical industry both in England and America will be largely 
developed. 

It is very probable that in the future alcohol will come very 
much into use as an illuminant for heating purposes, and as a gener- 


ator of power for a certain class of engines. 
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There is one feature in particular which makes for this. It is 
manifest that the stores of coal and petroleum, which have been 
stored up in the earth for long ages, must in the nature of things 
become very much restricted, not to say exhausted. Even now it 
has been pointed out that the supply of petroleum is hardly equal 
to the demand. 

But in the case of alcohol the supply is inexhaustible. Alcohol 
can be produced from starch and sugar, and where these exist (and 
where do they not) in the form of vegetable life, there is an unfailing 
source of alcohol. 

It is producible from potatoes, grain, rice, and a multitude of 
other vegetables, and it is more than probable that in the course of 
time it will be produced commercially from sawdust and even from 
peat. 

It is true that the production from sawdust and peat is at 
present more in the nature of a chemical curiosity, but in this 
utilitarian age, if a need exists, it is soon filled, and what was the 
curiosity of yesterday becomes the common place of to-day. 


We see an illustration of this in aluminium, which, first 
shown as a curiosity at the Paris Exhibition of 1855, with a value 
almost exceeding that of gold, is now in common use for domestic 
purposes. 

So again with an even greater curiosity, liquid air. Most of us 
can remember the great interest caused in the scientific world, when 
the difficulties were overcome, and Sir Jaiues |.ewar obtained air in 
a liquid condition. ‘To-day liquid air is an article of commerce, and 
it is possible to purchase it in Berlin for about 3s. per litre, equal 
to about 1? pints. 

A few minutes ago I mentioned the synthetical methods of 
Berthelot. Synthesis has become one of the principle methods of 
modern chemistry. It is the direct opposite of Analysis. Analysis 
(literally a taking apart), is the separation of a compound into its 
component parts. 

Synthesis (literally a putting together) implies the building of 
elements into a compound. It may be represented as a method of 
building up organic compounds from others of simpler composition, 

Many of the medicinal and other products with which we are 
all more or less familiar, such as antipyrin, saccharin, phenacetin, 
are all produced by synthetic methods. 

I have been led to dwell on synthesis this afternoon because I 
am able through the kindness of one of my German friends to show 
you some of the latest developments of this method of synthesis. 


Many of the coal tar colours to which I have alluded, as well as 
saccharin, with its intense sweetness, are synthetically prepared, 
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and by the same process are now prepared many of the odoriferous 
and other principles peculiar to certain plants. 


To take a somewhat familiar substance, salicylate of soda. 
This is the soda salt of salicylic acid, which was first prepared 
commercially from the oil of wintergreen (Gaultheria procumbens), 
and naturally the cost of preparing it from this was very high, and 
its use greatly restricted. It is now prepared from one of the deriva- 
tives of coal tar, and such is the demand for this synthetically 
prepared salicylic acid that its production on the continent for 
medicinal and other uses reaches very many tons a year. 


Another of the synthetics which has some general interest is 
vanillin, the odoriferous principle of the vanilla bean, the use of 
which for flavouring chocolate alone is enormous. 


The production of the vanilla beans themselves is quite inade- 
quate to the demand, the greater portion of the chocolate usually 
sold is flavoured with this synthetically produced vanillin. 


This synthetic vanillin was produced some few years ago from 
the inner bark of certain coniferous trees, but it is now prepared 
from eugenol, which is the chief constituent of oil of cloves. 

The taste and odour of cloves as we all know, bears not the 
slightest resemblance to vanilla, and yet the vanillin is synthetically 
produced from it. 

Eugenol has a composition of Clo H12 02, vanillin of C8 H8 
03, so that in the manufacture the proportions of these elements 
are allowed by synthetsis. 

Vanillin is also produced by another synthetic process from 
Guaiacol, again a derivative of coal tar. 

A similar substance is coumarin, the odoriferous principle of 
Tonquin beans; this is produced synthetically from Salicylic 
Aldehyde, also a derivative of coal tar. 


Specimens of all these will be seen on the table, and may be 
compared with the original substances. 


Although these synthetics are classed as artificial, it must be 
distinctly understood that they are by no meaus artificial in the 
sense in which we use the term as applied to artificial gold or artificial 
jewels. Such artificial products are essentially shams, but these 
synthetic productions are in no sense shams; they have exactly the 
same chemical composition as the original substances themselves. 


On the table may also be seen some specimens of so called 
synthetic essential oils—chiefly Otto of Rose, and Oil of Neroli, or 
oil of Orange Petals. This latter is the basis of the well known 
perfume Eau de Cologne, and it is worth noticing how exactly the 
perfume of the natural essential oils are met with in these synthetics. 
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There may also be seen artificial oils of narcissus, and of hya- 
cinth blossoms, and some others. It is quite possible that in the 
manufacture of some of these the art of the perfumer is combined 
with the science of the chemist, but be that as it may, it is most 
certain that they are extremely interesting substances. 


The bringing before you of these chemical matters leads me to 
speak of a change which is slowly but surely approaching. I allude 
to the introduction of the metric system into this country. 

I do not think any apology is needed for mentioning this 
subject to a scientific society. 


Already a bill has been introduced into Parliament in this 
direction, and although it failed, the metric system is bound to come. 


It is in use now in all branches of science in this and other 
countries. With the exception of Russia, we are the only Kuropean 
country in which it is not in general use, and this “ splendid isola- 
tion ’’ interferes more and more with trade expansion. 


Any English house having trade relations with South America 
must either use the metric system or see the trade depart to the 
continent. The house with which I was myself connected has used 
the metric system for at least 35 years, and I well remember when 
the first few sets of metric weights were introduced, the then 
Inspector of Weights and Measures informed us that if he ever saw 
them he would prosecute the firm. 


The anomalies existing in our present weights and measures are 
almost ludicrous. We have an apothecaries drachm, and an avoir- 
dupois drachm, the one 24 times heavier than the other. We have 
2 or 3 kinds of ounces, 2 different pounds, one of 12 ounces and one 
of 16, the troy pounds having 5760 grains and the avoirdupois 
pound of 7,000. 


The bushel in one county alone in England represents 1096 
gallons in one town, 186 in another, 62 in another, 24 in another, 
and 16 in another, and these anomalies might be multiplied indefin- 
itely. 

I think, ladies and gentlemen, I have already taken up too 
much of your time. It only remains for me to thank you much for 
your patient hearing of what to some at least must have been rather 
dry science. 

In vacating this chair I wish to tender to the Committee and 
to the Society generally my grateful acknowledgments of the cour- 
tesy and consideration they have always extended to me, and if I 
may select one to whom I am more particularly indebted, I would 
mention Dr. Dixon, with whom it has been a pleasure to me to work, 
and but for whom our Society would not have reached its present 
position. 
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Committee’s Report. 


IN presenting the usual Annual Report, the Committee feel 
much pleasure in being able to record at the conclusion of this, 
the fourth year, a continuance of the activity and prosperity which 
have been such marked features in the course of the Society’s 
work since its resuscitation. 


The Membership has increased from 204 to 220, and although 
the Treasurer may record a very small balance in hand, the reasons 
for which he will explain, the financial condition of the Society 
is not unsatisfactory. 


During the Winter Session the following Meetings and Lectures 
were held in the Cairns’ Memorial House, St. Peter's Road—Mr.

The General Excursions were very successful, though not so 
numerous this year, the diminution being counterbalanced by the 
greater number of Sectional Excursions. 


Owing to the very boisterous state of the season, no dredging 
excursion was arranged, and owing also to the unfavourable weather 
the usual fungus foray was abandoned. 


The Society owes many thanks to Captain Acland for his 
kind assistance and lecture to the Members at the Dorchester 
Meeting, and to the Rev. H. Pentin, who acted as. the Society’s 
guide at Milton Abbey. To Mr. Pentin’s able descriptions of the 
many interesting features of this but little known locality the 
success of one of the Society’s most pleasant excursions must be 


attributed. 


A notable event in the year was a visit of the Caradoc and 
Severn Valley Field Club to Bournemouth for a week in June. 
About 48 members came, and during the week very enjoyable 
excursions were made to Christchurch, Tollard Royal, Wimborne, 
Badbury Rings and Kingston Jacy, Swanage, Corfe Castle and 
Wareham, and in the New Forest to Rhinefield, Mark Ash and 
Lyndhurst. In order to receive the members of the Caradoc 
Society, a Conversazione was arranged by this Society at Bourne 
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Hall. This proved to be a particularly brilliant function—the 
excellent collections of natural history specimens, microscopes, etc.., 
and the interesting lecturettes by the President (Mr. Waddington) 
on local marine zoology, by Dr. Crallan on the rarer local lepidoptera, 
and by Dr. Ord on local geology being highly appreciated by the 
Caradoc members. 


Considerable advances have been made in the Society’s Museum 
since the Report last year, and many additional specimens have 
been presented. A handsome gift of an eighteen-drawer geological 
cabinet has been made to the Society by Dr. Crallan, and the 
Society has purchased one for botanical specimens.

Sections took part, conjointly with the members of the Sections 
mentioned, in these excursions. 


It will be seen that the various Sections of the Society have 
been very active. The Antiquarian Section shows an exceptionally 
excellent record, and the credit tor this belongs to Mr le Jeune, 
who discovered aRoman Camp near Wimborne, and the remains of 
a RomanVilla near Hemsworth with tesselated pavements. 


‘The issuing of monthly notices of all Meetings of the Society— 
General and Sectional—has been a new feature in the year’s work. 
The effect has been to increase the activity and usefulness of the 
Sections and to draw the attention of the members generally to 
the good work being done. 


Many additional specimens have been added to the Society’s 
‘Museum, and the Geological and Botanical Collections are being 
systematically arranged. 


A collection of lantern slides, for the use of the members, has 
been added, and a handsome cabinet for the reception of the slides 
has been presented by Mr. Brumell. 


The Bournemouth Geographical and Historical Associations 
have joined the Society, and a Geographical Section has been 
formed. 


At the close of the Summer Session, the President invited the 
members of the Society to a garden party at his residence. ‘This 
proved to be a most pleasant and interesting gathering, and was 
well attended. Many specimens of interest found during the 
summer, together with other scientific objects, rare and interesting 
books, etc., were exhibited. 


It is with great regret that we have to mention the death, 
quite recently, of our distinguished Vice-President, Mr. Saville-Kent. 
Although lately he took no part in the affairs of this Society, owing 
to absence abroad and failing health, yet he took an active interest 
in the Society in its early days, and his presence near us was the 
exciting factor which brought about the resuscitation of a Scientific 
Society in Bournemouth. 


We must again urge members to do all they can to maintain 
and increase the membership of the Society, and to identify them- 
selves with one or more of the Sections, and thereby help forward 
their work. 


Proceedings of Sections ouring the 
past pear. 


THE Sectional Work of the Society has this year been marked 
by many noteworthy events. These were referred to by the Chair- 
men of the various Sections in their Reports at the Annual Meeting. 
Being unable to print the whole of the Reports, we are giving a 
brief resume, under the headings of the various Sections. 


Archxological and ‘tbhistorical Section, 


This Section has done excellent work, and three events deserve 
record. While endeavouring to trace the missing portion of the 
Roman Road from Hamworthy to Badbury Rings, Mr. H. le Jeune 
discovered, near Pamphill, a Roman Camp not hitherto mentioned. 
The camp is situated on rising ground, about 380 yards from the 
point where the Roman Road must have crossed the river Stour— 
either by a ford, or more probably by a bridge, as there is a small 
island in the centre of the river at this point—and it measures 
approximately 260 feet from crest to crest of the N.W. and S.E. 
ramparts, and about 220 from the N.E. rampart to the line of 
the Roman Road. Mr. le Jeune regards it as a true specimen 
of a Roman look-out post or military station to guard the river- 
crossing, for which purpose it is admirably placed. It is curious 
that it has never been mentioned before, and it is neither shown 
in the Ordnance Survey nor alluded to by Dr. Wake Smart, who 
spent much time in exploring the Hamworthy (or, according to 
Warne, “‘ Moriconicuna’’ or “ Morionio’’) Road. 

To Mr. le Jeune, also, the credit is due of drawing attention 
© the remains of a Roman Villa at Hemsworth Farm, near Wim- 
borne—about a mile from the Ackling Dyke, the Roman Via, 
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leading from Badbury Rings to Old Sarum. As far back as 1831 
mention was made of this ‘villa, but for a long time past its very 
existence has been forgotten and it has lain deeply covered with 
earth—the field containing it having been regularly under the 
plough. Mr. le Jeune induced the tenant, Mr. H. Linklater, and 
Mr. Scott Orr, a friend of his, to make a search for the remains, 
and the result has been the unearthing of a series of beautiful 
tesselated floors, a hypocaust with pile in position, bath, various 
fragments of roofing tiles, pottery, etc. Two pavements deserve 
special mention, not only because they are in a fairly perfect state 
of preservation, but also because of their elaborate designs and the 
excellence of the workmanship. ‘The first is 13ft. square, and 
occupied by a series of concentric bands, all enriched with beautiful 
ornament. In-a round be anel in the centre appears a perfect head, 
apparently of Jupiter Tonans, with six bolts of forked lightning 
issuing from the hair. Of the concentric circular bands enclosing 
the central panel, the first is occupied by chevrons, the second by 
scroll-work, the third by the three-plait cable, the fourth by foliated 
scroll-work, and the fifth by the two-plait cable. ‘This mosaic is 
of black, white, red, grey and pale blue tessere. The second floor 
is of peculiar shape, on plan like a slightly stilted semi-circle, or 
an apsidal end, roft. long and 12{ft. 7in. broad. ‘The central panel, 
of the same shape as the whole floor, is occupied by an artistic 
representation of Venus rising from the waves, and screened at 
the back by an enormous, beautifully-fluted and delicately-coloured 
shell, the rays diverging from the point where the goddess’s feet 
meet. Unfortunately, the head and body were found to have been 
destroyed, obviously by deliberate intent, as the remainder of the 
floor is nearly perfect; but the legs remain from the hips down- 
wards. ‘The decorated borders enclosing the panel are varied and 
beautiful. Besides the cable ornament of two and three strands, 
the guilloche appears, and there are other elaborate geometrical 
designs delicately foliated. But the broad and main outer band 
is the most remarkable, for it is occupied by five dolphins delineated 
with wonderful life and spirit, and with small fish and scallop 
shells between. ‘The colours in this pavement are more varied than 
in the other, for there are here yellows and browns. Pale blue 
tesseree worked into the lower parts of the dolphins’ bodies gives 
an effective impression of the gleam of the creatures emerging from 
the water. 


The third item, one of extreme interest, is contributed by Mr. G. 
Brownen, F.C.S., of Christchurch. Mr. Brownen described the 
discovery of a Mint here (the Twynham Mint) in an exceedingly 
instructive lecture. He showed two silver coins of the Norman 
Period struck at Iwynham (see Frontispiece).

Botanical section. 


This Section has been busily engaged in arranging and mounting 
the Society’s collection of dried plants, which now contains specimens 
of most of those of local interest. The following events call for 
special mention. The site upon which the rare lily, Simethis 
bicolor (known as the Bournemouth Lily), grows having been sold 
for building purposes, and building operations having commenced, 
members of the Section were instrumental in arranging for the 
removal of a number of the bulbs to a suitable site in the Bourne- 
mouth Pleasure Gardens (where they are now under the care of 
the Bournemouth Head Gardener), hoping thus to prevent the 
total destruction of this rare plant. During the summer a visit 
was paid to the New Forest, when the following rare plants were 
found and added to the Society’s Herbarium by Dr. Dixon and 
Mr. R. V. Sherring, F.L.S. :—Melittis melissophyllum, Drosera 
anglica, Malaxis palludosa, Utricularia minor, and the Wild 
Gladiolus of the New Forest (Gladiolus illyricus), a photo of which 
was taken in situ by Dr. Dixon (see Frontispiece, Fig. 3). At 
Lulworth, Hyoscyamus niger, by Mrs. Nicholson, a pale pink 
variety of the Viper’s bugloss and Papaver somniferum. From 
Purbeck, Eriophorum gracile, by Mr. Sherring. 


Geological Section. 


The Geological Excursions were conducted by Dr. Ord, and | 
were all very successful, and many valuable specimens were added 
to the Society’s collection. During the excursion to Durlstone 
Head a fine specimen of the head of one of the Swanage crocodiles 
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(Steneosaurus macrorhyncus) was found in the Unio Beds of the 
Upper Purbeck Series. The excavation and removal of this to the 
Society's Room was kindly conducted by Mr. le Jeune. At Lul- 
worth, a fine root of one of the silicified Cycads was located in the 
Dirt Bed and photographed. 


At the excursion to Honeycombe Chine (to which the members 
were admitted by the kind permission of W. Clarke, Esq.) the 
Nipadite-zone was examined, and some excellent specimens of 
Nipadites (the fruit of N. crassus) were obtained. ‘The fruit appears 
to have germinated before being fossilized, and is represented by 
a hollow, exhausted husk, filled with white sand. ‘They resemble 
the fruit of the recent genus Nipa, which in tropical climates occurs 
near the mouths of large rivers. 


When examining the Tufaceous deposit at Blashenwell an 
interesting discovery was made of a stone coffin lying just above 
the deposit. The headstone of the coffin had fallen away, exposing 
tiesskeleton. A photograph of the skull in situ, by Mr. A. D. 
Moullins, of Swanage, appears in the Frontispiece, Fig. 2. This 
was shown to Professor Boyd Dawkins, and he states that “it 
belongs to the long oval type prevalent in Britain in the Neolithic 
age, and is remarkable for the frontal suture remaining unclosed 
and gimobliterated,° and his friend, Dr. Frazer, points out “that 
the lower jaw is underhung and the singularly short upper jaw 
prognathic, and that the teeth did not meet except in the case of 
the two back molars.’ The interment was of Neolithic Age. In 
the Tufa, specimens of limpets, oysters, Paludinas, fragments of 
charcoal and flint chips, etc., were found. 


At the excursion to Alum Bay, Mr. H. St. Barbe, of Lymington, 
kindly met the party and gave an admirable account of the series 
of strata there exposed. The Nummulite Bed, corresponding to 
the Lower Barton Zone, was located and specimens obtained. 


In the arranging of the Scciety’s geological specimens valuable 
work has been done by Mr. W. Parkinson Curtis, assisted by Mr. 
Wells-and Ma le Jeune, during the past winter. The cabinet, 
kindly presented by Dr. Crallan, is gradually being filled and 
arranged. 


Pbysical Section. 


The meetings of this Section were all of a most instructive 
character. An interesting and very successful demonstration was 
given by Mr. Hubert Painter, B.Sc., on'* Reductions by Aluminium.” 
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Metallic Iron was obtained from Ferric Oxide, and Metallic Mangan- 
ese from Pyrolusite. Kind assistance was rendered by Miss Hawker 
in arranging the experiments. An excellent lecture was given by 
Mr. W. Temple Gardner on “ Gas Making,” and illustrated by 
many original diagrams, and some specimens of the by-products 
of the coal-gas industry. 


Colonel Markwick kindly showed Jupiter and his moons, to 
members of the Section, in his 84-inch reflecting telescope. 


Some interesting experiments in electrolysis, by the Chairman, 
were kindly assisted in by Mr. FH. W. Barlow. 


Zoological Section, 


The Zoological Section has also a record equally excellent to 
make. At one of the meetings, living and mounted specimens of 
the larva of a rare gnat—Mochlonyx—were shown by Mr. H. 
J. Waddington, HLS) the Past-President Ton tie sectesys 
(Frontispiece, Fig. 4, A, B, C, shows photo-micrographs by Dr. Dixon 
of larva, pupa and imago from specimens mounted by Mr. 
Waddington). Mr. Waddington contributes the following account :— 


‘In the early part of the year one of our members, Mr. W. J. Chaffey, to 
whom I am indebted for many fresh-water specimens, brought me an aquatic 
larva which was new to him, as to me. It was identified as the larva of 
Mochlonyx, a rare and very interesting member of the Culicide. 


It was first described by De Geer, in his ‘‘ Mémoires Pour Servir a |’ Histoire 
des Insectes,”’ published at Stockholm 1752-1758. The name Mochlonyx was 
given later. 


Obtaining a fair supply of the larve, the life history was easily followed. 
Both larva and pupa are structurally, as well as in habit, intermediate between 
Culex and Corethra, which were found with them, and it is Sulgges uct. by 
Miall that the three larvee have diverged from a common form. 


The larva of Mochlonyx resembles that of Culex in having on the eighth 
segment a long respiratory syphon ; it also has two air vesicles in the thorax 
and two in the seventh segment, in this resembling the larva of Corethra, 
One feature which at once distinguishes the Mochlonyx larva from that of 
Culex is the position it takes in the water. In the latter the body is always 
in a vertical position, the head below and the end of the respiratory syphon 
flush with the surface of the water. The Mochlonyx larva always retains a 
horizontal position below the surface, as does the larva of Corethra.

The pupz are very similar in form and movement to those of Culex, and 
suspend themselves from the surface of the water by the respiratory trumpets. 
These trumpets approximate in form to those of Corethra. 


The imago emerges from the pupa in about eight days. The flies are 
easily distinguished from those of Culex, but are very similar to those of 
Corethra. 


It is interesting to record that in the same water as the Mochlonyx larva 
I have since found the larva of Gtdes Cinereus, a still rarer form, and of 
which the British Museum did not possess a complete British series. Also 
the larva of Theobaldia Annulata, the largest of the British gnats; the 
larva of Culex Vexans, also a rare species; and the larva of the malarial 
mosquito, Anopheles Maculipennis.”’

Some beautifully mounted specimens of the Pluteus larva of 
Starfish were also shown by Mr. Waddington. 


Dr. Crallan showed some excellent examples of Melanism in 
insects, and Mr. Parkinson Curtis presented a specimen of Meristic 
variation, showing secondary symmetry, in the claw of a crab.

ee AnnuaL MeetinG for 1913-14 was held in Trinity Hall on 
Saturday, October 31st, at 4.30 p.m. Sir Daniel Morris, 
K.C.M.G., J.P., President of the Society, being in the chair. 


The Minutes of the previous Annual Meeting having been 
read and passed, the Hon. Secretary read the Council’s Report, 
and the Hon. Treasurer read the Audited Annual Statement of 
Accounts, which showed a total expenditure of £265 2s., leaving 
a balance of 455 17s.
